Enrolment  and  Attendance. 

Since  tlie  iH'gimiing  of  the  prt\sent 
term  the  nunilier  of  student*  eni-olled 
has  inrrea.sed  to  64  in  the  Day  Classes 
and  240  in  the  Evening  Cla.s.ses.  The 
regidar  attendance  has  sometimes  been 
inteiTnpte<l  by  sickness  and  other  caiuse.s, 
but  on  the  whole  the  average  daily  at- 
tendance is  (juite  as  large  as  it  was  at 
the  same  time  hust  year.  It  is  interest- 
ing U)  notice  the  fact  that  among  the 
students  of  the  Day  (.'la.s.ses  are  n'piv- 
sented  eight  denominations  and  live 
distinct  nationalities.

The  Tt)ront<)  Braiuli  of  the  Bibh> 
l>ea^U'  of  North  Aim-rii-a  ht'ltl  a  vi>iy 
siu-rt'ssfiil  Conffrfnc*'  of  thrci'  days  in 
January.  Tlu-  attciuhint-e  was  exceUent, 
and  the  lectures  and  addresses  wei-e  »>f 
great  value.  Much  interest  and  even 
enthusiasm  were  manifested,  and  the 
little  criticisms  which  appeared  in  the 
daily  pai>ers  have  only  called  forth  fiu"- 
ther  defence  of  the  authority  and  intc^i;- 
rity  of  the  Holy  Scriptiu-es.  We  are 
glad  to  learn  that  the  Officers  of  the 
Toronto  Branch,  of  which  our  President, 
Dr.  Elmore  Harris,  is  Chairman,  are 
arranging  for  lectures  from  eminent 
scholars  oi  Great  Britain  and  America, 
in  vindication  and  confirmation  of  the 
Bible  as  the  verv  Word  of  God. 


Evangelistic  Work. 
The  work  of  the  Evangelistic  Society 
is  meeting  Avith  continued  success.  Re- 
gular meetings  are  conducted  in  the 
Yonge  St.  and  King  St.  Missions  :  whil*" 
occasional  services  are  held  in  many 
other  places.  The  efforts  of  the  students 
are  being  blessed  by  many  conversions. 
In  order  to  increase  their  efficiency  in 
this  kind  of  .service,  they  hold  a  class 
among  themselves  every  week  for  the 
study  of  personal  work.

Since  the  last  numbei-  of  the  Re- 
coiMJKH  was  issiu^d,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mc- 
Tavish, one  of  the  waiinest  friends  of 
the  School  and  a  valued  member  of  the 
Council,  has  i>assed  through  a  very  soie 
bereavement.  Mis.  McTavish  died  on 
Dec.  22nd,  after  an  illness  of  seveial 
weeks.  Our  earnest  sympathy  goes  out 
to  the  bereaved  husband  and  family  in 
their  great  soitow.  Mrs.  McTavish  was 
a  most  devoted  Christian  woman.  The 
range  of  her  sympathies  and  the  variety 
of  her  ministries  have  caused  her  loss 
to  be  keenly  felt  not  only  in  the  church 
to  which  she  belonged,  but  in  a  far  wider 
circle  throughout  the  city. 

Appreciative  Words. 

Among  the  many  letteis  which  have 
come  to  us  recently  with  good  wishes 
for  the  School  there  are  thi-ee  which 
deserve  to  be  specially  noted,  becavise 
hey  were  written  by  three  of  the  most 
prominent  men  in  Canada. 

The  first  comes  from  a  Senior  County 
.Judge  of  Ontario,  who  a\  rites  : 

"  It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  send  my 
half-yearly  contribution  to  the  Bible 
Training  School,  as  I  believe  it  is  an 
object  more  worthy  of  oiu-  help  than 
any  in  this  home  land.  IL  is  founded 
altogether  upon  the  Word  of  God,  the 
rock  of  our  siilvation.  I  am  thankful  to 
hear  of  the  prosperity  and  bright  pros- 
pects of  the  Institution.  I  remember 
a  very  pleasant  visit  made  to  the  School 
some  years  ago,  tmd  I  wish  I  could  go 
down  sometime  and  '  see  for  myself.'  " 

Another  letter  came  from  one  of  the 
most  esteemed  ministers  of  the  Pi-esby- 
terian  Church,  an  ex-Moderator  of  the 
General  Asseml)ly,  and  reads  as  follows  : 

"It  is  with  giatitude  that  I  learn  of 
the  continued  success  of  the  Bible  Train- 
ing School,  in  aid  of  which  I  gladly 
renew  my  subscription.  I  trust  that 
through  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  it  will 
be  yet  more  largely  used  for  His  glory 
in  time  to  <'onie.
